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ABOUT  THE  REPORT 


The  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  is  the  designated  regional  planning  agency  for 
101  cities  and  towns  in  metropolitan  Boston.  The  Council  provides  assistance  to  its 
member  communities  in  planning  for  economic  development,  demographics, 
geographic  information  systems,  transportation,  affordable  housing,  groundwater 
protection  and  open  space. 

The  community  population  and  household  forecasts  are  updated  on  a  regular  basis 
through  funding  from  the  Federal  Transit  Administration  and  local  assessments  on  the 
member  cities  and  towns  of  MAPC.  The  responsibility  for  the  information  and  opinions 
contained  in  this  report  rests  solely  with  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council. 
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INTRODUCTION 


This  report  presents  region  wide  and  community  level  age  group  population  forecasts 
and  household  forecasts  between  2000  and  2020  in  ten  year  increments.  These  forecasts 
are  used  in  long-range  studies  that  design,  size  and  locate  transportation,  water,  and 
sewer  infrastructure  projects  and  in  planning  for  the  delivery  of  municipal  services. 
They  also  find  use  in  marketing  and  corporate  development  plans. 

Like  all  forecasts,  this  one  should  be  judged  on  the  reasonableness  of  its  assumptions. 
MAPC  lays  no  more  claim  to  infallibility  than  anyone  attempting  to  predict  the  future. 
This  forecast  represents  a  "trends  extended"  scenario,  meaning  it  assumes  a 
continuation  of  current  birth  and  death  rates  and  patterns  of  migration  by  age. 
Accurate  community  age  group  forecasts  are  difficult  since  the  community  populations 
can  be  small  and  fluctuate  markedly  in  a  long-range  forecast.  Community  household 
forecasts  are  also  subject  to  considerable  uncertainty,  because  people  make  their  living 
arrangements  based  on  cultural  and  financial  conditions  that  are  constantly  changing. 
The  further  a  forecast  extends  into  the  future,  the  more  likelv  it  is  to  miss  the  mark. 

MAPC  has  formulated  a  regional  planning  document,  MetroPlan  2000,  which,  if 
implemented  fully,  would  alter  past  population  and  development  trends.  The  plan 
calls  for  encouraging  development  in  areas  already  served  by  existing  public 
infrastructure,  especially  rapid  transit  lines  and  sewerage  service.  The  result  of  the 
plan's  implementation  would  be  a  greater  concentration  of  future  population  growth  in 
mostly  developed  areas,  in  contrast  to  suburban  sprawl  continuing  to  spread  growth  to 
the  outer  fringes  of  the  MAPC  region. 

Community  population  scenarios  that  assume  a  fully-implemented  MetroPlan  2000 
have  been  created  and  will  be  used  in  the  future  to  make  highway  and  transit 
investment  decisions  included  in  the  state  transportation  plan.  These  several  MetroPlan 
2000  population  scenarios  generally  place  greater  population  sizes  in  communities 
closer  to  the  region's  urban  core  (i.e.,  within  Route  128  and  in  or  near  Boston)  and 
smaller  population  sizes  away  from  the  core  along  1-495  and  on  the  North  and  South 
Shores.

Influences  on  the  Regional 
Forecast 

The  population  size  of 
metropolitan  Boston  has 
changed  very  little  since  the 
1960s  because  of  a  steady  net 
population  outflow  and  low 
fertility  rates.  Every  decade 
since  1950  has  seen  more 
people  leaving  than  entering 
the  region;  birth  rates  have 
remained  15  percent  lower 
than  the  nation  for  several 
decades.  These  conditions 
are  forecast  to  continue, 
dampening  prospects  for 
population  growth. 


The  persistence  of

expensive  housing,  energy  and  health  care  costs,  high  tax  rates,  and  the

faster  economic  growth 
occurring  in  other 
regions  of  the  countn'. 
Of  these  factors,  only  tax 
rates  and  health  care 
costs  are  conducive  to 
change  through 
government 
intervention.  Several 
conditions  suggest  that 
though  net  population 
outflow  is  likely  to 
persist,  its  level  may  be 
lower  than  in  recent 
decades.  The  baby- 
boom  generation  will 
move  through  middle 
age  and  be  replaced  by  a 
smaller  generation  of 
young  adults.  Middle- 
aged  persons  are  far  less  likely  to  undertake  long-distance  moves  than  are  young 
adults.  In  addition,  the  stream  of  out-bound  retirees  will  be  relatively  small  in  number 
until  about  2010.  Those  approaching  retirement  during  the  1990s  and  2000s  were  born 
during  the  Great  Depression  and  World  War  11  and  are  an  unusually  small-sized 
cohort. 

Another  characteristic  which  has  limited  the  region's  population  growth  is  a  fertility 
rate  which  has  been  at  or  below  the  level  necessar)'  to  replace  the  present  population 
for  several  decades.  The  low  fertilit)'  rate  has  been  variously  attributed  to  the  high 
proportion  of  college  students,  delay  of  childbearing  until  vers'  late,  and  the  region's 
high  cost  of  living  which  keeps  average  family  size  low.  These  conditions  are  expected 
to  hold  fertilit}'  near  the  present  relatively  low  levels.  However,  one  factor  which  may 
counteract  these  trends  is  the  above-average  fertility  of  recent  foreign  immigrants. 
Recent  foreign  immigrants  (arriving  within  the  last  five  years)  were  just  2.3  percent  of 
the  state's  population  in  1990,  but  have  been  rapidly  growing. 

One  influence  on  the  region's  future  population  which  may  significantly  change  is 
federal  immigration  policy.  As  a  federally  designated  port  of  entry,  Boston  has 
accepted  an  influx  of  foreign  bom  since  immigration  quotas  were  increased  in  several 
steps  during  the  1980s.  Congress  is  vigorously  debating  legislation  which  would 
significantly  reduce  immigration  qoutas  and  deny  public  benefits  to  certain  non- 
citizens.  Numerical  limits  on  immigration  imposed  by  the  Immigration  Act  of  1990 
have  already  made  an  impact  on  the  national  level.  The  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service  reported  a  9  percent  decline  in  immigration  for  the  fiscal  year

ending  September  1994,^  the  largest  drop  in  15  years.  A  reduction  in  foreign 
immigration  would  have  a  major  impact  on  a  handful  of  large  cities,  as  many  recent 
immigrants  seek  inexpensive  housing,  accessible  public  transit  and  a  network  of  social 
service  providers  available  in  urban  centers.  Much  of  the  discrepancy'  between  these 
forecasts  and  those  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Social  and  Economic  Research 
(MISER)  center  on  the  future  size  and  residence  of  this  population. 

With  only  a  small  increase  forecast  in  the  region's  population,  the  much  higher  forecast 
of  household  growth  reflects  an  expected  dechne  in  average  household  size.  Despite 
the  high  rents  in  the  Boston  Metropolitan  area,  more  persons  than  ever  are  choosing  to 
hve  alone.  Over  half  of  single-person  households  are  headed  by  people  over  55,  but 
among  the  younger  adults,  those  who  can  afford  it  are  opting  for  greater  personal 
space.  In  addition,  the  number  of  married  couples  without  children  is  on  the  rise.  A 

recent  national 
studv^  projected  the 
number  of  married 
couples  without 
children  to  surpass 
the  number  with 
children  by  the  year 
2000.  A  primary 
factor  in  this  trend  is 
the  projected 
increase  in  "empty 
nesf  households,  or 
couples  whose 
children  have  left 
home. 

Fewer  children  per 
family  and  an 
increase  in  the 
number  of  persons 
living  alone  are 

projected  to  pull  household  size  lower,  but  at  a  much  reduced  rate  from  the  previous 
three  decades.  During  the  1990s,  household  size  is  projected  to  remain  unchanged 
because  of  substantial  births  among  the  children  of  the  baby-boom  generation.  After 
2000,  the  decline  in  household  size  is  projected  to  resume,  as  births  subside  due  to  the 
smaller  population  of  prime  childbearing  age. 

These  "extended  trends"  forecasts  assume  that  future  population  and  development 
trends  will  reflect  the  decentralization  or  sub-urbanization  of  population  prominent 
since  World  War  EI.  New  residential  construction  will  favor  communities  with  an

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abundance  of  vacant  land.  In  addition,  smaller 
household  sizes  will  cause  population  densities  to 
drop  in  densely  settled  areas.  Driving  the  process  is  an 
extensive  network  of  interstate  highways  which  has 
enabled  people  to  live  at  ever  greater  distances  from 
work  and  accentuated  dependence  on  the  automobile. 
In  addition,  restrictive  zoning  by-laws  have  driven  up 
the  price  of  vacant  land  and  pushed  people  to  settle  at 
ever  greater  distances  from  Boston.  The  "extended 
trends"  forecasts  foresee  most  additional  residential 
growth  occurring  at  the  periphery  of  the  MAPC 
Region,  especially  to  the  west  of  Boston  near  1-495. 
Sparsely  populated  communities  located  near 
interstate  highways  are  especially  favored  for  growth. 


Community  Trends 

The  largest  absolute  population  gains  are  forecast  for 
Boston,  Franklin,  Marshfield,  Medway,  Hopkinton, 
Pembroke,  Lynn,  Wilmington,  Norfolk  and 
Marlborough.  The  largest  percentage  gains  are 
forecast  for  Boxborough,  Franklin,  Hopkinton, 
Medway,  Bolton,  Norfolk,  Wrentham,  Southborough, 
Middleton,  and  Dover.  Population  gains  projected  for 
Boston  and  Lynn  are  driven  by  the  influx  of  foreign 
immigrants  attracted  by  inexpensive  housing,  public 
transit  and  a  network  of  social  service  providers.  Most  of  the  other  high  growth 

communities  are  located  on  the  outskirts  of  the  MAPC

Region,  with  many  clustered  along  1-495  and  other 
major  highways.  These  communities  offer  a  large 
amount  of  vacant  land  for  residential  development. 

Population  losses  for  the  MAPC  Region  are 
concentrated  inside  of  Route  128.  The  largest 
population  losses  over  the  thirty  year  period  are 
forecast  for  Arlington,  Medford,  Braintree,  Newton, 
and  Belmont.  These  communities  have  experienced 
population  decline  over  several  decades.  In  addition, 
these  communities  are  fully  developed  and  contain 
many  middle-aged  households  with  children  who 
will  be  leaving  to  set  up  their  own  home  or  elderly 
couples  who  will  experience  the  death  of  their  spouse. 
Both  events  would  contribute  to  a  decline  in 
household  size. 
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The  greatest  household  growth  is  forecast  to  take  place  in  communities  with  significant 
population  growth.  The  top  five  communities  for  household  gains  are  Boston,  Franklin, 
Lynn,  Marshfield,  and  Weymouth. 

Age  Group  Trends 

The  population  of  the 
MAPC  Region  is  aging. 
Low  fertilit}'  rates,  in 
conjunction  with  the 
propensity  of  young 
adults  to  leave  the 
region,  will  accentuate 
this  aging  in  the  next 
three  decades.  The  age 
group  forecast  depicts 
strong  growth  in  age 
cohorts  over  35  and  a 
significant  contraction 
in  the  population  of 
young  adults. 

The  most  dramatic  shift 
in  the  age  composition  of  the  population  will  occur  among  the  middle  aged.  By  2000, 
the  number  of  people  between  the  ages  of  35  and  64  is  expected  to  soar  24  percent 
higher  than  the  1990  level  of  1,006,385.  By  2010  the  number  should  grow  even  further, 
accounting  for  44  percent  of  the  population.  People  in  this  age  group  are,  by  and  large, 
married,  in  or  approaching  their  peak  earning  years  and,  spend  more  than  other  age 
groups  on  products  and  services  including  cars,  computers,  clothes,  and  entertainment. 
Many  local  industries  are  already  gearing  up  for  this  demographic  change.  New 
England  ski  resorts  are  investing  in  the  more  luxurious  accommodations  that  attract 
mature  vacationers.  Many  other  industries  will  be  rethinking  their  marketing  strategy 
to  appeal  to  this  important  sector  of  the  population. 

In  contrast  to  the  middle  aged,  the  number  of  young  adults  (aged  20  to  34)  is  projected 
to  decline.  Young  adults  are  expected  to  decline  to  654,638  by  2000  and  dip  to  a  trough 
of  600,601  by  2010.  These  figures  represent  a  drop  of  almost  a  third  from  the  1990  level 
and  reflect  a  nation-wide  trend,  as  a  much  smaller  generation  (bom  between  1965  and 
1979)  comes  of  age.  This  age  group  will  not  be  expanding  again  until  after  the  year 
2010.  The  increase  projected  for  2020  represents  the  children  of  the  baby  boom 
generation,  who  are  currently  filling  the  region's  elementary  schools.  The  demand  for 
rental  units  in  the  Boston  metropolitan  area  could  be  seriously  affected  by  this 
phenomenon.  As  young  people  are  the  primary  rental  market,  a  shortage  of  them  may 
push  up  vacancy  rates  and  reduce  the  inflation  of  rental  costs.  A  shortage  of  entry-level 
workers  and  inflationary  wage  increases  are  other  possibilities,  although  no  sign  of 
these  trends  has  surfaced  thus  far.  The  most  significant  impact  could  be  felt  by  local

businesses  that  cater 
specifically  to  young 
people,  such  as 
nightclubs,  music 
stores  and  athletic 
recreation  facilities. 

The  number  of  children 
(age  0  to  19)  has  been 
declining  for  several 
decades,  both  in 
absolute  terms  and  as  a 
percentage  of  the 
population.  In  1970, 
there  were  over  a 
million  people  under 
20  in  the  Boston 
metropolitan  area.  By 
1990,  that  number  had 

dropped  by  37  percent  to  688  thousand.  As  a  percent  of  the  population,  children 
declined  from  31  percent  in  1970  to  just  20  percent  in  1990.  The  forecast  shows  the  level 
of  children  rising  9  percent  to  747  thousand  by  2000,  due  to  the  high  annual  births  of 
the  late  1980s  and  early  1990s.  Many  communities  in  the  metropolitan  area  are  adding 
classroom  space  to  accommodate  this  growth.  However,  after  the  turn  of  the  century 
the  number  of  children  will  begin  to  fall  in  response  to  a  decline  in  the  childbearing 
population.  As  the  youngest  members  of  the  baby  boom  generation  move  beyond  the 
child-bearing  years,  a  marked  drop  in  annual  births  is  projected  to  occur  throughout 

the  region.  By  the 
year  2020,  only  the 
most  rapidly  growing 
communities  will  see 
expanding  school 
enrollment,  while 
most  communities 
will  experience  a 
decline.

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The  number  of  children  in  the  MAPC  Region  has  been  declining,  but  will 
rebound  slightly  during  this  decade. 


Despite  popular 
perceptions  of  a 
rapidly-growing 
elderly  population, 
persons  65  years  and 
over  have  increased 
by  less  than  60,000 
since  1970.  The 
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forecast  also  shows  no  increase  in  the  elderly  population  for  the  next  twent\'  years. 
However,  after  2010  growth  of  20  percent  is  projected  to  464  thousand,  up  from  388 
thousand  in  1990.  Significant  growth  has  occurred  and  will  continue  to  occur  in 
persons  75  years  and  over,  (see  appendix  A) 

Growth  has  been  very  slow  since  1970  because  of  a  heavy  outflow  of  affluent  elderly 
retiring  to  the  sunbelt  or  Cape  Cod.  During  the  last  decade  this  outflow  was 
particularly  heavy  because  a  high  rate  of  appreciation  in  residential  real  estate 
provided  an  extra  security  cushion  to  retiring  homeowners.  There  was  also  a  high 
incentive  to  leave  the  areas  because  of  extremely  high  state  estate  taxation  rates.

The  size  of  the  elderly 

population  by  2020  is  more  uncertain  than  in  the  past.  Congress  is  discussing  social 
security  reform  including  raising  the  retirement  age  and  reducing  benefits.  Residential 
real  estate  appreciation  is  no  longer  providing  an  extra  security  cushion  and  state 
taxation  on  estates  have  been  significantly  reduced. 

In  the  end,  the  strong,  long-standing  elderly  population  outflow  to  the  sunbelt  is 
expected  to  persist  The  cold,  icy,  snowy  winters  and  high  cost  of  living  remain 
powerful  disincentives  for  residence. 


Comparison  with  Other  Forecasts 

As  it  has  for  many  decades,  the  MAPC  Region  is  projected  to  grow  at  a  slower  rate  than 
Massachusetts.  The  projection  of  slower  growth  reflects  the  more  built-out  character 
and  higher  cost  of  land  for  development  in  metropolitan  Boston.  Forecasts  from 
prominent  forecasting  organizations  are  displayed  on  the  adjoining  table,  including 
those  from  the  Massachusetts  Institute  for  Social  and  Economic  Research  (MISER),  the 
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U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  (Census),  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Economic  Analysis  (BEA), 
Woods  and  Poole  Economics  (WPE)  and  the  National  Planning  Association  (NPA).  The 
forecasts  differ  by  geography,  time  period  and  methodology,  but  provide  an  important 
guide  for  those  made  by  MAPC. 

MAPC  chose  a  "middle  ground"  regional  population  forecast  which  discounted  the 
higher  BEA  and  the  lower  Census  forecasts.  In  this  case  the  "middle-ground"  is 
represented  by  Woods  and  Poole  Economics  and  the  National  Planning  Association. 
NPA  forecasts  a  3.8  percent  population  increase  and  WPE  a  1.2  percent  population 
increase  between  1990  and  2010  in  the  four  counties  that  form  much  of  the  MAPC 
Region:  Essex,  Middlesex,  Norfolk  and  Suffolk.  WPE  forecasts  show  a  population 
increase  of  2.3  percent  extended  to  2020.  These  outlooks  are  ver>'  similar  to  the  regional 
forecast  developed  by  MAPC. 

Actual  job  growth  in  the  Boston  area  often  falls  short  of  Econometric  (or  jobs)  based 
employment  forecasts,  such  as  those  by  produced  BEA.  This  is  because  of  an 
unwiUingness  of  people  to  move  into  the  region  to  fill  the  potential  new  jobs 
anticipated  in  a  diversified,  technology-  and  export-driven  economy.  The  region's  high 
cost  of  living  and  cold  climate  are  probably  significant  deterrents  to  increased  in- 
migration.  Forecasts  which  start  with  people  rather  than  jobs  have  often  been  more  on 
the  mark.  Unfortunately,  the  latest  Census  population  forecast  incorporated  migration 
data  which  reflected  the  severe  recession  of  the  early  1990s.  As  a  consequence,  their 
forecast  appears  unduly  pessimistic,  particularly  for  the  current  decade. 

There  are  no  state  or  region  wide  household  forecasts  available.  A  recent  nationwide 
household^  forecast  has  an  increase  of  24.9  percent  between  1990  and  2010.  Data  in  this 
study  provided  some  guidance  for  our  projections.

A  region  wide  population  age  group  forecast  was  created  through  use  of  the  Cohort- 
Migration-Survival  method  by  establishing  consistency  between  past  decade-by-decade 
population  and  age  group  fluctuations,  and  levels  of  natural  increase  and  net  migration 
and  then  extrapolating  those  relationships  into  the  future.  Community'  forecasts  were 
developed  by  scaling  natural  increase  by  community'  to  the  region-wide  forecast  and 
calculating  town-specific  net  migration  by  age  group  for  the  decade  of  the  1980' s.  The 
baseline  forecasts  were  made  more  sensitive  to  local  conditions  by  adjusting  the  net 
migration  rates  to  reflect  recent  residential  development  activit}'  and  MAPC  estimates 
of  post-1990  natural  increase  and  net  migration.  Population  by  community'  was  then 
scaled  to  the  region  wide  net  migration  and  expected  survivor  rates  which  had  already 
been  forecast 

The  region  forecasts  were  developed  by  comparing  trends  in  two  ratios  (persons  per 
household  and  adults  per  household)  and  between  the  nation,  state  and  the  MAPC 
region.  Adjustments  were  made  until  consistency  between  the  measures  was 
optimized.  We  did  not  to  use  cohort-component  techniques  in  our  forecast  method 
since  a  hterature  review  showed  that  the  uncertainty  in  predicting  future  changes 
among  household  types  was  unacceptably  large.

POPULATION  FORECAST  METHOD 


Overview 

A  region  wide  population  age  group  forecast  was  created  through  use  of  the  Cohort- 
Migration-Survival  method  by  establishing  consistency  between  past  decade-by-decade 
population  and  age  group  fluctuations,  and  levels  of  natural  increase  and  net  migration 
and  then  extrapolating  those  relationships  into  the  future.  Community  forecasts  were 
developed  by  scaling  natural  increase  by  community  to  the  region-wide  forecast  and 
calculating  town-specific  net  migration  by  age  group  for  the  decade  of  the  1980's.  The 
baseline  forecasts  were  made  more  sensitive  to  local  conditions  by  adjusting  the  net 
migration  rates  to  reflect  recent  residential  development  activity  and  migration 
patterns.  Population  by  community  was  then  scaled  to  the  region  wide  net  migration 
and  expected  survivor  rates  which  had  already  been  forecast. 

Data  Requirements 

The  following  statistical  information  was  required  for  the  region  wide  forecasts:  1) 
population  by  age  groups  from  1970, 1980  and  1990  published  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census;  2)  annual  births  and  deaths  from  1970  to  1990  were  provided  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  to  calculate  natural  increase  and  produce 
estimates  of  age-specific  migration;  3)  total  and  age-specific  birth  rates  were  also 
provided  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  to  project  births;  4)  age- 
specific  death  rates  in  the  form  of  a  life  table  were  provided  by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the 
Census;  5)  1994  population  estimates  were  provided  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census;  and 
6)  the  number  of  housing  units  permitted  from  the  1990  through  1994  was  provided  by 
the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  as  a  measure  of  recent  development  activity. 

Regional  Forecast  Steps 

1.  Calculate  net  migration  by  age  group  for  1980-90.  Apply  age-specific  death  rates  to  1980 
population,  obtain  estimates  of  survivors  in  1990  and  subtract  the  expected  survivors 
from  the  actual  1990  population  count. 

2.  Project  age-specific  death  rates  for  1990-2000,  2000-2010  and  2010-2020.  This  projection 
was  based  on  extrapolation  of  past  trends  and  future  expectations  of  national  patterns 
and  trends  in  longevity  from  a  life  table  provided  by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census. 

3.  Estimate  survivors  in  2000,  2010  and  2020.  Apply  the  rates  derived  in  (2)  to  the 
population  by  age  groups  in  1990,  2000  and  2010. 

4.  Project  net  migration  by  age  group  for  1990-2000,  2000-2010  and  2010-2020.  Apply  the 
net  migration  rates  derived  in  (1)  to  the  population  in  1990,  2000  and  2010. 

5.  Project  births  for  1990-2000,  2000-2010  and  2010-2020.  Apply  1990  birth  rates  by  age 
group  to  the  prime  child-bearing  cohorts  (ages  15  to  44)  in  1990,  2000  and  2010. 


6.  Project  the  age  group  populations.  Use  estimates  of  survivors  derived  in  (3),  projections 
of  additional  population  from  births  derived  in  (5)  and  projections  of  net  migration 
derived  in  (4). 

Community  Population  Forecast  Steps 

Natural  increase  and  net  migration  by  age  group  were  projected  separately  for  each 
community  (following  a  process  similar  to  the  one  outlined  for  the  regional  forecast). 
These  natural  increase  and  net  migration  forecasts  were  then  added  to  each  decade's 
initial  population  to  establish  a  baseline  population  by  age  group  forecast  for  each 
community. 

The  baseline  forecasts  were  made  more  sensitive  to  local  conditions  by  adjusting  the  net 
migration  rates  to  reflect  recent  residential  development  activity-  and  migration 
patterns.  First,  a  basic  statistical  analysis  of  migration  in  the  MAPC  region  during  the 
1980's  was  used  to  establish  parameters  for  migration  in  the  1990's.  The  mean  net 
migration  rate  for  the  MAPC  region  in  the  1980's  (-0.909  percent)  was  applied  to  51  of 
the  101  communities:

These  communities  are  considered  relatively  stable,  with  most  population  change 
driven  by  natural  increase  rather  than  net  migration. 

The  remaining  communities  were  divided  into  groups  based  on  two  indicators  of 
current  net  migration  patterns:  net  migration  in  the  1990's=and  average  permitting  rate 
during  the  1980's  and  1990's6  Net  migration  from  1990  to  1994  is  based  on  the  most 
current  available  data  and  for  most  communities  is  a  good  indicator  of  net  migration  in 
the  near  future.  The  average  permitting  rate  was  used  as  an  indicator  of  whether  of  not 
current  migration  levels  are  sustainable  or  likely  to  change  in  the  next  two  decades. 

5  Net  migration  for  the  first  half  of  the  1990's  was  calculated  using  MAPC  estimates  of  natural  increase 
and  U.S.  Census  estimates  of  population  change  for  1990  to  1994. 

^  To  estimate  average  permitting  (as  a  percent  of  households)  a  projection  of  housing  units  permitted  from 
1990  to  2000  was  developed  using  U.S.  Census  data  on  permits  issued  from  1990  to  1994. 


What  follows  is  a  description  of  each  group  delineated  by  N4APC,  including  which 
communities  were  included  and  which  order  statistic  (from  the  analysis  of  migration  m 
the  1980's)  was  used  to  forecast  migration. 

GROUP  1:  Low  average  permitting  and  positive  net  migration  in  the  1990's. 

These  communities  have  experienced  positive  net  migration  in  the  last  few  years. 
However  average  permitting  levels  in  these  communities  do  not  support  a  continued 
positive  migration  in  the  long  term.  Migration  is  projected  to  remain  positive  in  the 
1990's  and  become  slightly  negative,  after  2000.

Scaling  to  Regional  Controls 

The  procedure  described  above  had  the  effect  of  establishing  relative  population 
growth  among  communities  in  the  MAPC  region.  These  population  projections  by 
community  were  then  scaled  to  fit  the  regional  forecast.  Age  group  projections  were 
derived  by  scaling  baseline  population  by  age  forecasts  to  the  final  community 
projections. 


Household  Forecast  Method 


Overview 

The  region  forecasts  were  developed  by  comparing  trends  in  two  ratios  (persons  per 
household  and  adults  per  household)  and  between  the  nation,  state  and  the  MAPC 
region.  Adjustments  were  made  until  consistency  between  the  measures  was 
optimized.  We  did  not  to  use  cohort-component  techniques  in  our  forecast  method, 
since  the  uncertainty  in  predicting  future  changes  among  various  household  types  was 
unacceptably  large. 

Data  Requirements 

The  region  forecasts  were  developed  from  historical  measures  of  total  population,  adult 
population  20  years  and  over,  group  quarters  population,  total  households,  persons  per 
household  and  adults  per  household  from  the  1970, 1980  and  1990  federal  censuses  for 
the  United  States,  Massachusetts,  the  and  MAPC  region.  Age  group  population 
forecasts  by  the  federal  Bureau  of  the  Census  for  the  nation  and  Massachusetts  to  2020 
also  provided  information  used  in  making  the  household  forecasts. 

Additional  information  sources  included  MAPC's  region  wide  total  and  adult 
population  forecasts.  A  forecast  of  no  change  in  the  number  of  persons  in  group 
quarters  was  assumed  in  the  household  forecast  since  a  forecast  of  group  quarters 
population  was  unavailable.  The  size  and  composition  of  this  population  are  almost 
solely  dependent  on  actions  of  the  court  and  legislative  systems.  During  the  previous 
two  decades  the  group  quarters  population  in  the  MAPC  region  was  almost  unchanged. 
The  increased  incarceration  of  convicted  felons  was  offset  by  the  de-institutionalization 
of  population  in  mental  health  hospitals  and  other  facilities. 

Regional  Forecast  Steps 

The  steps  in  our  regional  forecast  were: 

1)  Obtain  adult  population  in  households  by  subtracting  the  1990  group  quarters  population 
forecast  from  our  adult  population  forecast; 

2)  Project  the  trend  in  adults  per  household  consistent  with  past  decades  and  forecasts  of 
population  in  the  four  levels  of  geography; 

3)  Divide  the  adult  population  by  our  adults  per  household  forecast; 

4)  Obtain  a  household  forecast  from  dividing  our  forecast  of  total  population  by  a  forecast  of 
persons  per  household; 

5)  Check  the  consistency  of  our  initial  household  forecast  by  comparing  trends  in  the  two  ratios 
and  levels  of  geography  and  iterate  until  satisfied.. 


Community  Forecast  Steps 

The  steps  in  our  community  household  forecasts  were: 

1)  Subtract  1990  group  quarters  population  from  our  population  forecasts  to  derive  future  year 
population  in  households  forecast; 

2)  Divide  the  community  population  in  household  forecasts  by  average  household  size  for  each 
future  decade;  (For  the  year  2000,  the  1990  average  household  size  was  multiplied  by  102 
percent,  for  2010  the  year  2000  average  household  size  was  multiplied  by  96  percent, 
and  for  2020  the  year  2010  average  household  size  was  multiplied  by  94  percent.)  These 
initial  percentage  declines  were  based  on  the  regional  household  forecasts  forecast  to 
occur  in  all  communities. 

3)  Divide  the  community  population  in  households  forecast  by  the  forecast  of  average  household 
size  for  each  decade; 

4)  Taper  the  forecast  of  decline  in  household  size  in  commurnties  with  the  lowest  quartile  of 
average  household  size  as  of  1990;  (The  percentages  used  in  this  fourth  step  were: 
between  1990  and  2000:  102  percent,  between  2000  and  2010:  98  percent  and  between 
2010  and  2020:  97  percent.) 

The  community  population  age  group  and  household  forecasts  were  reviewed  b\'  the 
chief  elected  official,  local  planner  and  MAPC  representative  in  each  community. 
Comments  were  received  from  10  communities.  Based  on  information  provided  by  the 
communit}',  adjustments  were  made  in  most  cases
